e ANSRVR DETAILS: . Operating with ANSRVR is simple. . There is only one command that you send to 
ANSRVR as an ordinary APRS message. . The same GROUP message not only logs you on to ANSRVR 
for GROUP but also is the CQ GROUP message that goes back out to all other logged on users. . The 
message is sent to the APRS address of ANSRVR. . Then the message body contains the two keywords 
CQ and GROUP. . Here are some examples: 


¢ CQ SCOUTS from WB4APR in Annapolis Maryland (all after the first CQ SCOUTS is free form). 
¢ CQ SCR from WB4APR at the Naval Academy 
¢ CQ SATERN from WB4APR giving a demo to students

CHECK IN AND RELAY — OTHER TECHNIQUE 


* FSQCall/FSQ (stand-alone or FLDIGI) 
Check in: Hit the Enter key and your check-in is registered 
Relay: callsign;dest_callsign message (Relay my message) 


FSQCALL opens. Addressee station starts to print. When squelch closes, station responds: 
callsign:dest_callsign [origin_callsign] message This is a relay mechanism which preserves the 
origin callsign as the message propagates so that any response can be relayed back to that 
station. message can contain further trigger commands. In cases where a response is elicited, the 
destination station responds: dest_callsign:callsign origin_callsign message. The message is then 
relayed back to the origin station with the callsign of the destination callsign preserved: 
callsign:origin_callsign [dest_callsign] message. 
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FSQ — DISTRIBUTING FILES AROUND YOUR NET 


allcall#[nnn] 


(Send file to all stations) All stations within range start to print. Text following 
[nnn] will be saved in or appended fo text file nnn.txt. When squelch closes, 
station responds callsign: ack if the message stored OK. There is no response if 


the message was not received. 


allcall# (Send default file to all stations) Addressee station starts to print. Text 


will be saved in or appended to text file callsign.txt. 


FSQ — SENDING FILE TO ONE STATION

(Send file to station) Addressee station starts to print. Text following [nnn] will be saved in or 
appended to text file nnn.txt.

Why FSQCall? FSQCall, hereafter FSQ, is a digital mode specifically designed for public service and 
disaster NVIS communications on HF. However, FSQ.is also being successfully used on VHF nets in the 
Kansas City area and perhaps other venues. Unlike other ubiquitous digital modes, FSQ has features 
that are unique and especially useful for Emcomm applications. A short list of features relevant and 
useful for Emcomm include the: 

© Ability to conduct semi-automatic nets. Net control does not need to be present at station to 

take check-ins and simple (non-critical) messages related to net coordination.* 

* Ability of stations to “message” each other as needed, even if they cannot directly 
communicate, by using messaging relay function and relaying through intermediate stations. 
Ability to poll stations to determine viability of RF link. 

Ability to store messages at attended/unattended stations. 

Ability to change the transmitting speed at another station.? 

Ability to open two instances of Fidigi to facilitate FSQCall keyboard-to-keyboard chat messaging 
(1500 hz default) while using other Fidigi modes such as Thor or MFSK (700 Hz recommended) 
for formal traffic. 
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
